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GPA, work schedules factor into class scheduling concerns

Proper planning, academic advis- 
ing and a refund policy work to help 
save K-State students time, frustration 
and money when it comes to changing 
courses after the start of the semester. 

"The university has a specifically 
defined refund policy. It's basically if 
students drop a class within a certain 
period of the start of the semester, 
they can get a full refund back," Larry 
Moeder, assistant vice president of stu- 
dent financial assistance, said. 

The policy, which is designed 
to allow students room to adjust their 
schedule, offers three options. The first 
deadline in the semester is 21 calen- 
dar days after the first academic day 
of the semester. The second deadline, 
which is a 50 percent reimbursement, 
is through the 28th day of the semester. 



Students who withdraw after the sec- 
ond deadline, however, don't receive 
any refund. 

Moeder said though students drop 
classes for many reasons, it's typically 
done to protect their GPA. 

"I dropped a class, but it wasn't 
late," Emily Gassmann, freshman in 
business administration, said. "I had 
too many hours and got a promotion at 
work so I needed more time." 

Employment is also a defining 
factor in late enrollment or drops, 
Moeder said. 

"Students tend to have to work 
more now," Moeder said. "Unfortu- 
nately, it's a lot more expensive to 
go to college nowadays, so students 
often have to get part-time jobs and 
that tends to interfere with their class 
schedule." 

While it is possible to drop class- 
es, they work to help students enroll 
early and plan for the coming semester 
to avoid issues in the future, said Bri- 



ana Boger, academic advisor in busi- 
ness administration. 

"We're definitely trying to help 
students get enrolled a lot sooner and 
help those numbers go down," Boger 
said. "It seems like enrollment is hap- 
pening sooner and sooner, and we do 
that so that students make long-range 
plans and think about enrollment soon- 
er. In our office, we communicate widi 
students as early as February." 

Despite encouragement from ad- 
visers to take initiative and be proac- 
tive, there are still students who find 
themselves in a situation where they 
have to make die decision of whether 
or not to drop a class. Boger said she 
would advise students against drop- 
ping a class late if it would interfere 
with their ability to remain a full time 
student- which requires 12 credit hours. 

Sometimes, dropping a class can 
be the best option, Boger said. 

"I would advise a student to drop 
if maybe they feel they're doing really 



poorly in the class and have exhausted 
all of their other options as far as help," 
Boger said. 

No drops 

Some students said they are "pret- 
ty confident" in their schedules, and 
have been fortunate enough to not have 
to drop or enroll in a course after the 
deadlines. 

"Luckily, I've never had to drop 
or enroll in a course after deadlines," 
Taylor Showalter, senior in animal sci- 
ence and industry, said. "I don't have 
any close friends who have had to do 
so either." 

Christa McKittrick, senior in ac- 
counting, credits her academic plan- 
ning success to her advisor- Boger. She 
has never had to drop a class after the 
deadline, McKittrick said. 

"I have an awesome adviser," 
McKittrick said. "... she's done an 
awesome job at helping me map out 
my four-year plan."

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The Walking Dead: A House Divided' delivers incredible storytelling, more 



The Walking 
Dead: The 

Game-S2E2

Video game developer Tell- 
tale Game's adaptation of "The 
Walking Dead" might just be my 
favorite one. While I adore the 
comics, and enjoy the show with 
some reservations, the games 
from Telltale draw me in more 
than either of those. 

Telltale's "The Walking 
Dead" universe manages to be 
more personal and emotional 
than the comics or the show, and 
it does this by making the player 
a part of the story. 

Players take control of 
Clementine, an 1 1 -year-old girl 
that was introduced in the first 
season. The player controls 
Clementine's actions and, more 
importantly, the decisions she 
has to make. 

This isn't to say Clementine 
is a blank slate. Clementine is 
a fully-fleshed out, fully-real- 
ized character. Players simply 
guide Clementine's actions and 
determine how she might treat a 
person or certain situation. 

Because Clementine is 1 1 , 
she is treated differently than 
other players might be used to 
being treated in games. It feels 
refreshing compared to the pow- 
er fantasies that games usually 
end up being. 

Clementine is not a physi- 
cally imposing person. She must 
utilize her small size and intel- 
ligence to survive. Yet, despite 
these handicaps, Clementine is 
extremely capable. She's one of 
the most resourceful and tough 
characters in the entirety of "The 
Walking Dead" universe. 

Speaking of characters, 
"Walking Dead" has them in 
spades, and each one is nuanced 



and thoughtfully crafted. They 
all have their own ideals, morals 
and personalities. Love 'em or 
hate 'em, almost no character in 
this game is boring. 

How Clementine interacts 
with these characters is also 
handled well. Players can choose 
to play up the innocent little girl 
angle or show how much grit 
and resolve she has. How Clem- 
entine treats other characters is 
up to the player. 

Just as the interactions 
between characters is fantastic, 
so is the story. An oppressive 
sense of dread is coupled with 
a feeling of rising tension keeps 
players on the edge of their seat 
the whole time. Not once did I 
feel comfortable playing "The 
Walking Dead" - a testament to 
the feeling this game instills. 

The game also does an 
excellent job of building tension 
by giving the players a drip-feed 
of plot information. As players 
begin to piece together events 
and come to some sickening 
revelations, they start to realize 
they are sitting on a powder keg, 
and at any minute, it is going to 
explode. 

The pacing on big twists is 
incredible and wickedly twisted. 
The game lets a predicament sit 
in player's head for awhile. It 
gives hope that there might be a 
way out of the situation, before 
lighting the fuse and forcing 
all of the carefully-laid plans to 
blow up in their faces, leaving 
players to clean up the mess. It's 
horrifying and heart- wrenching , 
yet always incredible. 

The game play is the weak- 
est part of "The Walking Dead." 
Arguably, it's irrelevant, as the 
main draw of "The Walking 
Dead" is the story. Alas, this is 
still a game, and a simple one at 
that. It's mostly a mishmash of 
quick-time events and walking 
around in confined areas exam- 
ining and picking up objects. 
Aside from the conversation 



choices and decisions players are 
making, "The Walking Dead" is 
linear, with little deviation from 
the path. 

This might turn off some, 
but these moments comprise so 
little of the game that it is hardly 
worth writing off the incred- 
ible story experience for the 
simple game play. It can also be 
advantageous, as "The Walking 
Dead" is the perfect game for 
non-gamers due to it's lack of 
hardcore mechanics. 

The visuals are dated, and 
animations are really wonky. 
I can sort of understand this, 
as Telltale is working with 
an old engine, but their other 
ongoing episodic series "The 
Wolf Among Us" looks pretty 
incredible. 

The game has the neat 
comic-book-in-motion aesthetic 
that the last season of "The 
Walking Dead" and "The Wolf 
Among Us" have. It looks pretty 
good when the game is standing 
still or focusing on character's 
faces, but action scenes tend to 
look silly. 

The sound effects and music 
are decent, but both tend to get 
used over and over. Voice acting, 
on the other hand, is incredible. 
It does an excellent job of work- 
ing in tandem with the writing 
to make players deeply care 
about or despise the large cast of 
characters. 

"The Walking Dead" tells 
an incredible story and has an 
interesting cast of characters 
that it completely outshines its 
simplistic gameplay and medio- 
cre-at-best graphics. Whether or 
not you're a long-time reader of 
the comics or an avid fan of the 
show, Telltale's "The Walking 
Dead" is an experience that no 
one should miss.

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Media, public misinterpreting 'no-fault 5 divorce bill

Kansas House Bill 2604, 
commonly referred to as 
the no-fault divorce bill, 
was introduced to the Kansas leg- 
islature on Feb. 10. 

This bill has been incorrectly 
portrayed as removing Kansas 's 
no-fault divorce clause. Instead, 
it removes Kansas's unilateral di- 
vorce law by replacing the state's 
incompatibility clause with eight 
additional reasons for divorce. The 
incompatibility clause stated that 
one member of a married couple 
may be granted a divorce simply 
by stating that the couple is no lon- 
ger compatible. 

One of these proposed options 
includes both partners agreeing to 
a no-fault divorce. It also removes 
and adjusts other parts of divorce 
law with the intention of clarifying 
and fixing parts of the law. 

"Divorce is the only contract 
in the state of Kansas that you can 
just say T want to get out of this' 
and walk away from it," Republi- 
can Rep. John Bradford, the bill's 
author, said. 

The idea of the incompat- 
ibility clause is combined with 
Kansas's "first to file" law, which 
means that the first person to file 
for divorce sets the temporary 
court order. This court order de- 



termines the terms of the divorce: 
who gets what, when and how. 

The second person can change 
this, but the process is more com- 
plicated than filing first. This 
process means that either part of 
a married couple can file for di- 
vorce; it is up to the other spouse 
to make any changes to the terms 
of divorce, which may add stress, 
Bradford said. 

Bradford said that he should 
have added the abolition of the 
first to file law into the text of his 
bill, just to bring this issue to the 
public's attention. 

His bill was one of a few bills 
being introduced into the State 
Legislature that were designed to 
build stronger family units, Brad- 
ford said. 

Sandra Stith, professor of 
family studies and human services 
and program director of K-State's 
marriage and family therapy pro- 
gram, said she disagrees. 

"The first thing that jumped 
out at me (about this bill) was a 
deep concern about people who 
are dealing with domestic vio- 
lence," Stith said. "Proving that 
your spouse is at fault in a divorce 
would definitely decrease safety 
and increase the possibility of do- 
mestic violence and retaliation." 

In the National Bureau of 
Economic Research Working Pa- 
per number 10175, Betsey Steven- 
son and Justin Wolfers examined 
female suicide rates following 
the addition of unilateral divorce 



laws., which allow one party in the 
marriage to file for a divorce with- 
out the agreement of the other par- 
ty. They state that there is a large 
and significant drop in the female 
suicide rate in the aftermath of this 
legislative change. There is also a 
drop in male suicides as well, but 
it is a less conclusive result. 

Many who oppose Kansas 
House Bill 2604 said they believe 
that time and effort would be bet- 
ter served working toward other 
ways of preventing divorce. 

"Forcing people to stay mar- 
ried for whatever reason is not 
good for the family, " Brenda Jor- 
dan, criminal defense and family 
law attorney in Manhattan, said. 
"Even if children don't understand 
divorce, they do understand that 
their parents don't get along any- 
more." 

One option would be to edu- 
cate and counsel couples before 
they get married, Stith said. 

"What I really believe we 
need to be doing is looking at the 
beginning of marriage," Stith said. 
"We should be educating people in 
high school and college to build 
strong relationships." 

Whatever the solution, the 
public will have to wait a little 
longer. The bill has been held up 
in the House's judicial committee. 

"The bill isn't going anywhere 
this year," Bradford said. "Some- 
times bills are submitted just to get 
the discussion started on a certain 
topic."

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Eliminating 'no-fault' divorce piles on additional family stress

The state of Kansas has re- 
cently introduced a bill that 
would eliminate "no-fault" 
divorces. This bill would remove 
incompatibility as a valid reason 
for getting a divorce, making it a 
longer, more difficult process. But 
is this really a good idea? 

Currently, Kansas is a "no- 
fault" divorce state, and Republican 
Rep. Keith Esau, a member of the 
House Judiciary Committee, said he 
wants to change that. If a divorce is 
filed because the couple is simply 
incompatible, there currently does 
not need to be proof that any one 
person is at fault. One side of the 
party can file a "no-fault" divorce, 
even if the person's spouse does 
not agree on ending the marriage. 
This type of divorce only takes one 
spouse to cany it through. 

Esau said he wishes to elim- 
inate "no fault," saying it, "gives 
people an easy out instead of work- 
ing on the marriage." The purpose 
of this new bill will be to make it 
harder for a divorce to be finalized 
by making the process take longer 
and requiring more evidence that 
the marriage will not work out. It is 
designed to require specific, legiti- 
mate reasons for a divorce - instead 
of incompatibility. The bill is sup- 
posed to encourage strong families, 
and dissuade many couples from 
ending their marriage. 



But will this bill do more harm 
than good? 

Controversy and negative 
reactions have surrounded this bill. 
Other legislators, including Judicia- 
ry Committee member Democratic 



and forcing a couple to prove who 
is at fault will just cause more 
conflict. 

Would this bill actually prevent 
couples from filing for a divorce, or 
will it just make the process more 
grueling: ending with the same 
results, while costing much more 
time and money.

also everyone around them. The 
bill is supposed to "make families 
stronger," but I think that it will do 
just the opposite. A divorce creates 
so much stress and harm on fam- 
ilies already, so why make it even 
harder? Laying blame doesn't solve 
problems; it only exacerbates them.

Many divorces are long, com- 
plicated, and messy, and passing 
this bill will only make them worse. 
Assets need to be divided and custo- 
dy of children needs to be resolved. 
Families shouldn't have to lay 
blame and take sides. They should 
be as painless as possible, hoping to 
eliminate the tension and strain. 

Making it more difficult to 
get a divorce will also create more 
expenses for those involved. More 
lawyers will have to be hired and 
more court appearances will have to 
be made for the divorce to be final- 
ized. This will cause more financial 
burdens between the couples, not 
resolution. 

According to the "Daily 
Infographic," nearly 50 
percent of marriages in 
the U.S. end in divorce. 
This number shows 
how many couples are 
unhappy with their mar- 
riages. If a divorce is a 
very stressful thing, why 
create unnecessary hardship 
on nearly half of the county's 
married population? 
Sadly, I do believe that the 
divorce rate in our country is too 
high. However, I do not believe it 
is something that can be fixed with 
this new proposed bill to eliminate 
"no-fault" divorces.

Homemade baked goods bring more benefits than simply buying premade food

If anyone knows me at 
all, they would know that I 
love to bake. My weekends 
are spent baking breads, 
muffins, cakes, cupcakes and, 



most importantly, cookies. 
All are always made from 
scratch. 

When made from 
scratch, baked goods, and 
food in general, are better for 
people. Now, please under- 
stand I am not advocating 
going vegetarian, vegan or 
even encouraging people to 
eat healthier. What should 
be encouraged is eating at 
restaurants less, and cooking 
at home more. As people 
ease into making meals from 
scratch and not from boxes, 
bags or from restaurants, they 
will hopefully experience the 
benefits their homemade food 



can have for them. 

If you don't eat bread or 
live gluten-free, that's cool. 
Chicken, both packaged 
in a store and bought at a 
restaurant, is another offender 
containing high amounts of 
sodium. According to a Huff- 
ington Post article from April 
13,4 ounces of boneless, 
skinless chicken breast can 
range from 40-300 milligrams 
of sodium. This is minimal 
compared to eating chick- 
en from a restaurant. Three 
ounces of breaded chicken 
from a restaurant could con- 
tain anywhere from 430-900 
milligrams of sodium. 



While the sodium is said 
to be used to preserve the 
juiciness or taste of the chick- 
en, it is significantly healthier 
to eat chicken that is cooked 
at home. When the chicken 
is made at home, without any 
added salt or marinade, it can 
contain less than a teaspoon 
of sodium. That's next to 
nothing compared to the con- 
tent of restaurant chicken. 

Common prepackaged 
foods found at grocery 
stores may place the value of 
convenience over nutrition 
and health effects. Premade 
pancake and waffle mix may 
be popular for those with 



on-the-go lifestyles, but the 
nutritional value of Bisquick 
pancake and waffle mix lists 
390 milligrams of sodium. 
One can alternatively make 
pancakes from scratch, with- 
out adding salt and without 
losing flavor. 

Everything you eat can 
affect your health, and as 
such it is critical to look at 
what you're consuming; to 
see and analyze what is being 
put into our bodies. It is 
more than worth it to spend 
the extra time to make food 
from scratch or at home, than 
to buy it prepackaged at a 
store or from a restaurant. So 



be critical of what you are 
consuming. Sparing the extra 
time to cook a meal or dessert 
is more than worth the health 
benefits it can bring to your 
life.

On Saturday, after 18 seasons 
serving as the head coach 
of the women's basketball 
team. Deb Patterson was relieved of 
her duties at the helm of the Wild- 
cats. This decision, made public 
on Sunday, came shortly after the 
team's 87-84 overtime loss to Kan- 
sas in the 2014 Phillips 66 Big 12 
Championships in Oklahoma City. 

Patterson's Career 

In her 18-year stint, Patterson 
became the longest tenured wom- 
en's basketball coach in Wildcat 
history. With 350 career wins as 
the coach, Patterson became the 
winningest coach in Wildcat history 
in just her 10th season with the 
Wildcats, back in 2006-07. She led 
the Wildcats to nine 20-win seasons 
and Big 12 championships in 2003- 
04 and 2007-08. 

Under the guidance of Pat- 
terson, the Wildcats received nine 
NCAA tournament berths, five 
more than they had before she took 
the reigns. To add to that, Patterson 
took her team to four WNIT tour- 



naments, including a win in 2006. 
Under Patterson, the Wildcats only 
missed postseason play four times. 

The three-time Naismith 
National Coach of the Year finalist 
and two-time Big 12 Coach of the 
Year made players successful in her 
offensive scheme. Patterson had 
success in molding former Wildcats 
Nicole Ohlde and Kendra Weck- 
er into first team Ail-Americans. 
She also helped four other players 
become Ail-American honorable 
mentions. This is the aspect of 
Patterson's legacy: molding and 
helping players succeed on and off 
of the court, which will be the big- 
gest thing the program will miss. 

The Decision 

This decision by athletic direc- 
tor John Currie, who was named the 
2013 Bobby Dodd Athletic Director 
of the Year, might go down as the 
biggest mistake of his four years at 
K-State. 

According to Currie, the deci- 
sion to fire Patterson was spurred by 
the Wildcats' performance over the 
past season. Their 11-19 record was 
the worst performance of Patter- 
son's coaching career. 

"(The athletic department) did 
two different contracts for Coach 
Patterson since I have been here 
and I always thought that we would 
be doing another at some point," 
Currie said at the press conference 
on Sunday. "I did not think that we 
would be in this position but as the 
year unfolded and I looked at where 
we have been over the last five 
years, I did not feel right about the

trajectory. I felt like it was time." 

The problem with Currie's 
argument is that the Wildcats were 
clearly in a rebuilding year after 
losing star guard Brittany Chambers 
to graduation and only returning 
three seniors, two of which had very 
limited playing experience because 
of injuries and transfers. 

Patterson and her staff made a 
decision to invest in the long-term 
success of the team this season by 
signing freshman guards Leticia 
Romero and Kindred Wesemann 
before the season, something that 
propelled the Wildcats to success 
this season. Patterson also fixed the 



size issues they faced last season 
by bringing in freshmen forwards 
Breanna Lewis, Jessica Sheble and 
Erica Young, who all stand over 6 
feet tall. 

The program itself would 
have improved without a coaching 
change because of the experi- 
ence that the young team gained 
throughout the season. The Wildcats 
would have improved just because 
of Patterson's investment in youth 
last summer. 

Ramifications 

Currie's rash decision might 
have just ruined the momentum that 



the Wildcats had built this season, 
and definitely put a rift into the 
recruiting power that the Wildcats 
had with Patterson at the helm. 

Even worse, Currie has risked 
alienating the current Wildcat 
players who came to trust and 
admire their former coach, which is 
a risk any time a coaching change 
happens. Trust is an important fea- 
ture in any team dynamic, and it is 
something that will come into play 
next season with the new coach. 

In his announcement, Currie 
hinted towards the new facilities 
and winning past as decision factors 
for the move. While the Wildcats 
might be one of the 1 5 winnin- 
gest programs in the country, they 
don't have the recruiting power of 
programs like Tennessee or Con- 
necticut. Also, while the basketball 
training facility is a jewel for the 
program, it pales in comparison to 
having a coach with the national 
recognition of Patterson to help 
bring in talented players. 

Only time will tell how this 
move effects the Wildcats' program. 
But, if the program doesn't make 
leaps and bounds within the next 
few seasons, Currie will know that 
the wrong decision was made.

Kansas impacted by 
massive beef recall 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has extended a mas- 
sive beef recall to include retail 
locations in Kansas, including 
Salina, Hays, Goodland, Great 
Bend, Hays and more. The beef 
originated from a slaughterhouse 
in California that has been ac- 
cused of illegally selling meat 
from sick animals. Last month, 
the USDA issued a recall for 
more than 8.7 million pounds of 
beef. The recall now affects 36 
states, according to KSHB News 
in Kansas City, and has impacted 
national chains like Walmart, and 
popular products, like Hot Pock- 
ets, according to the Hays Post. 

The recall does not include 
ground beef, but does include 
beef cheeks, lips, liver, tripe, 
tongue, veal cuts, and bones and 
trim, according to the USDA. 

There have been no reports 
of illness from consuming the 
meat at this time. The investiga- 
tion into the slaughterhouse is 
ongoing.
